But die N<ra Koreans here this week peddled a different 
message: that their coontty is ready to tolenue, even 
embrace, capitdism. Mr. Kim told investors duy “can rest 
assured that the state would not interfere widi their le- 
gitimate economic acdvides, regardless of whether their 
diosen mode of ecoomnic management is socialist or 
c^talisL” His sales pitch.has attracted attention as a sign 
thte North Korea is opening its door a crack.

For all of its gnmdeur — perhaps 
because of it — the parade of an 
Olympic-record 197 nations meandered 
on for two hours, a half-hour longer than 
in Barcelona four yeans ^o, as the 
15.000 athletes and officials arrived in 
stragcics after being forced to run up 
and down a steep ramp on their way into 
the stadium. The International Olympic 
Committee said it would examine ways 
of shortening, or posriWy elimin^ihg. 
the tradition^ procc-ssion fw the 2000 
Olvinpics in Sydney. 

Eugeniusz Pieirasik, a Polish team 


official, died of a heart attack soflered 
during the ceremony. Another official 
was also treated for a heart attack. Tem- 
perannes averaged 94 degrees Fahren- 
heit (34.4 drarees centigrade) over the 
weekend wim humidity upwards of 90

The obstacles were compounded 
for fomga viators and those with lim- 
ited En glish. Riders on subway tr ains 
have dmiculty finding the signs diat 
simply identify each s^ — nevermind 
the universal sport signs pointing the 
way to die Olympic venues.

The riieer lack m simple, universal 
signs has further burdenro the 42,000 
vohmteers on whose backs the Olympics 
are runniiig. For all dieir good nature, 
few of them have a grasp of die venues 
beyond their assisted areas. The Atlanta 
mganiang committee had hoped to be- 
gin the Olympics with 50JKX) volun- 
teers.

Divers Hope to Raise Chunk of TWA Jetliner

High seas calmed on Sunday, raising 
hopes that divers will be able to reach a 
la^ piece of wreckage from TWA 
Flight 800 discovered on the Atlantic 
floor off East Moriches, New York. 

Investigators have not ruled out either 
sabotage or mechanical failure as a 
cause of the explosimi that downed the 
plane Wednnday night. 

investigators said they bt^ied the 
wreckage, wMcb juts 15 feet (five 
meters) above the sea bed, more than 
100 feet below the surface, will lead 
them to the plane’s “black Im” fli^t 
recorder and the bodies of more of the 
victims. 

The remains of only about 100 of the 
230 people aboard the plane had been 
recovered Sunday, and only 23 had been 
positively identified. 

A Co^ Guard spokesman told Reut- 
ers that die recovery operation was tar- 
geting an area off the coast of Long 
Island udiere “there seems to be a large 
section of die plane.” 

Debris that could not be recovered 
because of tigh seas earlier was pho- 
togr^bed and would be retrieved under 
imptwed weather, the spokesman 
said. 

Visibility on Sunday was unlimhftri 
for the air sean^, covering 4,400 square 
nautical miles. 

The navy was assisting in the search 
by using a sonar scanner to pick up 
b^ing signals from the flight record- 
ers for which they are hunting, and by 
usii^ an immannwi, self-pFOpelled 
vehicle for underwater searches. 

The medical examiner for the nearby 
Suffolk Com^, Charles Wedi, said he 
had found no injuries from metal or bomb 
parts trapped m bodies, which would 
have sug^sted a bemb in the cabin. 

Instead, he said he had seen mostly 
blunt trauma injuries consistent with 
bemg hit by parts of tbe jet as it e^loded 
and arced nearly 14.000 feet into the 
water. At the sp^ with which it hit the 
surfrute, the water would have had the 
consistency of conen^e. experts saidl 


Dr. Wetli added it looked like many of 
the victims “died upon impact with the 
water.” 

It could be days or even weeks before 
investigators will know wiA certainty 
whether they are dealing with a crime. It 
took six days before forensic scientists

were able to confirm that the explosion 
that brought down a Pan Am jumbo jet 
over Lockerttie, Scotland, in 1988 had 
been caused by a bomb. 

Meanwhile, FBI officials at a special 
command center were examining a slew 
of elements that came from members of 
the public via phone and the Internet in 
response to an FBI appeal for infor- 
mation, no matter how trivi^. 

The aircraft debris wUch had been 
collected was taken to a hangar on Lcmg 
Island for reassembly. If the disaster 
was caused by a bomb, investig^ors 
will find out where on the plane it was 
placed. If it was a mechamcal failure, 
that too will become evident, and per- 
haps help endneers avoid similar tra- 
gedies in the mture. Because each part 
of an airliner has a serial number and 
airlines must k^ records of where 
each part was installed, investigators 
will be able to create a fairly accurate 
jigsaw of the original plane. 

Relatives of the d^ attended ser- 
vices Sunday. Some of them, together 
with officials, including the New Y<^ 
mayor, Rudolph W. Giuliani, critici^ 
TWA for its handling of the aftennadi of 
the crash. It was ’ ’n^y impossible” to 
reach TWA officials a^ the crash, the 
mayor said. Officials of the National 
Tranq)ortation Safety Board said the 
comply had been “bureaucratic” and 
“overiy cotporate,” especially in its 
slowness to issue a passenger lisL

12 Slain in Ambush 
Of Bus in Algeria 

ALGIERS fAFP) — Twelve pas- 
sengers on a tnis carrying employees 
of an Algerian state-owned company 
were massacred Sunday at Keddara, 

50 kUometera (30 miles) southeast of 
Algiers, infonned sources said. 

TTie bus was stopped at a bogus 
cbedqxdnt, where we victims were 
shot dead, the sources said. Some of the 
victims also were dec^tated. Others 
were womded as die attackers sprayed 
the bus with automatic weapms. The 
bus was carrying woricers of die Na- 
tional Industnal Vehicles Coip. 
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800 was sent through X-ray detectors 
and matched to ensure that each suitcase 
was accompanied by a passenger. 

But the fli^t also carriod 2,300 
pounds of mail and 8J00 pounds of 
frei^t, and airline officials declined to 
say whether they had been checked for 
explosives. 

In any event, metal and X-ray de- 
tectors cannot see plastic explosives 
through layers of luggage. 

The low caliber of workers who man 
detection machines is a serious problem 
at U.S. airports, according to experts 
consulted by The Washington Post. 


Terrorists 
Stay Ahead 
Of Security 
Advances

WASHINGTON — Airline se- 
curity officials have a recurring 
nighnn^ that goes something like 
this: 

A passenger boards a large air- 
liner. He or she is carrying ordinary 
personal items — nothing metallic 
and suspicious looking, no bundles 
of wires, sharp objects or attention- 
getting electronic devices. 

The passenger passes unevent- 
fully dirou^ airport screening, as 
does all Us or her luggage. 

The pas^nger does nothing un- 
toward during the aiHl departs 
at the first stop. Th^, on the next 
leg of die fUglit, a small bomb the 
passenger has hidden detonates at a 
chosen moment, perfa^ over the 
ocean, and triggers a Inoader ex- 
plosion that rips apart the fusel- 
age. 

TUs scenario — of a tenrorist 
able to elude most, if not all, of the 
airpon safety precautions now in 
place, or planned for later this de- 
cade — is not a glimpse of die 
future, but of the present 

An explosion of this type, albeit 
smaller and not as deadly, oocuired 
on a flight from Japan to the Phil- 
ippines in Deceml^ 1994, and a 
dozen more such bomb explosions 
were narrowly averted in early 
1995 when thiose behind the plot 
accidentally alerted police to their 
preparations, according to informa- 
tion being disclosed in a New York 
city courtroom. 

Investigators probing the explo- 
sion and crash of TWA Flight 800 
shortly after its takeoff in New 
York on Wednesday have not de- 
termined whethera bombprovoked 
the disaster, and have found noth- 
ing so far that suggests ill motives 
on the part of any passenger on the 
aircraft. 

But the possibility is being taken 
seriously, partly due to a growing 
fear that in the cat-and-mouse game 
between terrorists and airline se- 
curity professionals, the people 
planting bombs may be gaining an 
edge. 

One reason has been the emer- 
gence of a technologically ad- 
vanced type of terrorist who does 
not botb^ wite the pipe bombs and 
crude clock-timing devices diat air- 
p(Xt security devices were desimed 
to detect Tlie new terrorists favor 
smaller and much less detectable 
plastic or liquid explosives deton- 
ated by miniaturiz^ and benign- 
looking timers, yet capable of 
wreakmg great destruction. 

Against threat, the challenge 
for security autiuxities is to find a 
needle in a haystack: one of the 
handful of bombs that might be 
placed aboard an airiiner amid 
more than a billion pieces of 
checked luggage and an undeter- 
mined number of carry-on items 
each year.

MINNEAPOLIS — Kevin J. Mattakat was 
smdtying telecommunications and computer sci- 
mce last fall at the University of Vflsconsin. In his 
spare time, be tended bar and did computer work 
fOT the college. He earned about $5,7(X) m 1995. 

Today, at 30, he is making more than S45,(XX) a 
year at a subsi^ary here of US West, the regional 
telephone company, fixing the bugs that inevitably 
haunt complex computer networks. 

“I wasn’t even in the market when I got this 
offer ” Mr. Mattakat said, explaining that he was 
still a year short of a degree. “This was a job I 

couldn't pass up.” 

After years of corpmate downsizings, milhons 


of Americans have found new jobs in the last five 
years that more than replace the lost ones in 
industries as new as the Internet and as old as 
retailing. 

In 1995, the petcemage of new jobs that pay 
^x>ve-average yiigries was double what it was in 
1 992, when the country was just starting to recover 
from recession. 

“The quality of jobs being created is steadily 
increasing,” said Mark Zandi, chief economist at 
Regional ^nancial Associates, an economc con- 
sulting firm in West Chester, I%nnsylvania. 

In an analysis for The Npv York Times using 
government data, Mr. Zandi found that 45 percent 
of the jobs created across the counny last year paid 
more dian the national average wage of $29,420. In 
19^, that proporrimi was just 22 percent 


Of the new jobs created last year, fully one- 
quarter paid more than 30 percent above the av- 
erage. In 1992. only 4 percent of the new jobs pmd 
that well 

These statistics indicate that the economy is 
churning out better Jobs than many Americans 
might think. As Mr. Mattakat and many other 
residents of the Minneapolis area demonstrate, 
many people are now getting ‘ ’good * ’ jobs — way 
beyt^ the proveifrial butger-ffipping posts. Writ 
large, what is happening here reflects the national 
picture. “Minneapolis has a highly divei% ec^ 
nomy that mirrors the national business mix quite 
well,” Mr. Zandi said. 

He said there were no equivalent figures for past 
economic upnims, so it is not possible to compare 
the 1990s with other periods. But he said the rise in 


better-paying jobs append to be occurring at a 
somewhat faster pace this time. 

“it has a lot to do with the sources of the new 
jobs,” Mr. Zandi said. More than in past re- 
coveries. he said, “we’re seeing a lot of job growth 
in sectors and occupations that are high-paying.” 
Among them are high technology, entertainment 
and construction. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics, in a June report, 
agreed. It found that die greatest share of job 
growth from 1989 to 1993 took place at the high 
and the low ends of the pay scale, with the greatest 
gains in high-paying occupations. 

The coming mtttths, barring an unforeseen re- 
cession. hold even more promise. “We're now in

Multiracial Americans Defy Limbo

N ew YORK — For Alison Perry, 
being multiracial has meant moving 
through life as if she had a giant 
question marie drawn on her fore- 
head. Strangers frequently ajqsroach and bemn 
a vexing guessing game: “Are you Israeli?" 
“Are you a Latina?" "Where are you 
fifOffl?" 

Yet, for this slender, almond-colored wo- 
man with delicate features drawn from both 
her black American father and her Ttaiian- 
American mother, race is not what defines 
her. 

“I definitely say that I’m inierracial.” Ms. 
Perry said. “Ido not identify myself as a black 
woman. I definitely don't identify myself as a 
white woman, either." 

The very existence of multiracial people like 
Ms. I^rry challenges the United States' tra- 
ditionally rigid notions of race. 

Their struggles of pride, loyalty and, oc- 
casionally, shame raise profound questions 
about the meaning of race and the promise and 
pitfalls of racial identity. Multiracial Amer- 
icans often find themselves claimed by many 
groups and belonging wholly to none, in a 
society that often forces them to choose one 
identity — or imposes that identity on them. 

On Saturday, thousands of mixed-race 
AiTiericans are expected to gather on the Mail 
in Washington in a display of pride, power and 
unity. Organized under the banner of the Mul- 
tiracial Solidarity March, the afternoon 
demonstration is intended to celebrate mul- 
tiracial identity and to pressure the federal 
government to add a multiracial category to the 
next census. 

No one knows exactly how many Amer- 
icans consider themselves multiracial, al- 
though the 1990 census counted 2 million 
children younger than 18 whose parents are of 
Afferent races. 

“People of mixed race in this country 
haven't belonged anywhere." said Charles 
BtytL^itoranapubii^eroflnterracial Voice, 
an Internet news journal based in New York 
City that has backed the march. “The march 
will, in effect, allow people to come out and be 
themselves — not just be black, not just be 
white, but just be a human being." 

For generations, the image of the tragic 
mulatto, the tortured mixed-race outcast who 
cannot find peace in any wOTld. has been a 
st^le of American mythology — the character 
of Julie in the musii^ “Showboat." for in- 
stance. and the story line of “Birth of a Na- 
tion." 

But in the 1990s, many multiracial Amer- 
icans say that die image of tiie racial misfit, 
overblown from the start, is especially out- 
moded now. 

Mixed-race Americans who grew up before 
the civU-rigbts movement were, by local prac- 
tice. considered nonwhlte, part of the custom 
of labeling as black anyone who had even * 'one 
drop" of black blood. Now more Amesicans 
have the freedom to choose their identity. 

A grovting number are challenging tte ste- 
reotypes that suggest that they are fundament- 
ally flawed, even pathologically wounded, be- 
cause they embody two halves that cannot Bt 
together. Instead tiiey say, their circumstances 
of color and culture have given them options of 
racial identity, and windows on ^hnicity, un- 
ima^ned in earlier eras. 

Daniel Glover, whose brown skin and

dreadlocks make him a standout in the oth- 
erwise all-white comedy group known as The 
Jones’s, revels in bis entr& to two worlds. 

The 21 -year-old New York comic is the 
product of a black father and a motiier of Rrench- 
Armenian desK^L His background cUd not 
plague him during his childtraod in the pe- 
dominandy Hispanic neighboihood of Wash- 
ington Heights in New Yoric, because there were 
many otter multiracial children around That 
confidence has carried into adultiiood 

"I can interact witii white people and at the 
same time I feel comfortable being in a crowd 
of all black people." Mr. Glover said “I have 
Aat crossover appeal." 


M r. GLOVER can be an insider and 
he can be an ambassador. Unlike 
many white people, he has a direct 
and vivid undCTstanding of raw 
racial pain. But he can challenge racial ste- 
reotypes, whether they are held by bis white 
friends or his black friends. 

He has found himself in all-black gatherings 
debating white racism. ‘ T feel like chose white 
{i^ple they are talking about are the excep- 
tion," Mr. Glover ssud "But sometimes it 
does come across that they feel that all white 
people are racist" 

Sometimes, be said te admonishes the 
speakers for unfairness. Bui at other times, te 
just listens, keeping his reservations private. 

"I don't want people to hold their tongues 
because th^ are trying to spare my feelings for 
having a white mother," te said 


Increasingly, multiracial people are arguing 
— and many sdentists agree — that race is a 
social ctHistruct not a biolo^^ absolute. Many 
historians and social scientists, said Stevoi 
Gr^oiy, a professor of antinc^logy and Af- 
rican studies ai New York University, believe 
that the notion ofracewaslarwlyinvootedasa 
way to asagn social status and privilege. 

Unlike sex. which is determined by tiie Xor 
Y chromosome, there is no genetic marker for 
race. Indeed a 1972 study ^ a Harv^ Uni- 
versity geneticist Richard Lewontin, found 
that most genetic differences were wi thin ra- 
cial groups, not between them. He could trace 
only 6 percent of such diflerences to race. 


race remains a stubbornly resistant feature of 
U.S. culture.

racial Identity. In Jamaica, fw exan^e, when 
people ^leak of color, tiiey are refemog to skin 
tone, not unalterable racial categories, said 
Cecile Arm Lawrence, a lawyer who was a 
government administrator in Jamaica. 

But in the United States, race even divides 
multiracial people themselves. While some 
proudly claim ti^ muitiraciai identity, others 
believe it is a sham, an effort to identify with 
tile dominant and privileged white culture at 
the mwense ^ a sti^natized minori^.

with a b(^k of matches and deliberately 
burned her thumb, in an act of defiance and 
self-mutilation. 

“Growing up. I always felt inferior," she 
said. "I always felt that there was something 
wrong with me."

Frank Simpson, vice president for Latin 
America of Lockheed Martin Corp., which 
makes the F-16, said the United States did a 
disservice to Latin American countries by for- 
cing them to buy from Europe and Asia. “The 
armed forces 'm these countries are mismanaging 
their limited funds by not being able to buy the 
best and most compatible systems.” he said. 

While the maricet for weapons in Latin Amer- 
ica is relatively small, about $2 billion in sales 
last year, industry analysts and executives said 
they expected s^es to increase as countries 
sought to replace outdated equipmenL 

Chile is one country that wants to buy ad- 
vanced fighters. But General Fernando Rojas, 
commancter of the Chilean Air Force, said that he 
had stopped meeting with American aircraft 
manufacrurers and that Chile was considering 
buying fighter planes elsewhere.

Indeed, as he campaigns around the 
counny, people who catch tiieir fost in- 
tbe-flesh glimpse of tiie fonner Kansas 
senator often express asumishment at 
how young and fit he looks. He stands 
ramrod straight in his expensively 
taUwed blue suits and wei^ a trim 178 
pounds. 

Besides regular exercise on a tread- 
mill and rowing madune, and in ad- 
cBticm to a stria low-fat diet that has k(^ 
his weight steady for nearly a decade, 
Mr. Dole pi^s attention to cosmetics.

His doctor said Mr. Dole is ex- 
traordinarily conscientious about fol- 
low^ medical advice and taking care 
of hh^lf.

But for all his current robust health, 
Mr. Dole has a long and eventful med- 
ical history. 

Besides his war wounds, which have 
bequeadied him a withered and partially 
prayzed right arm, as well as just one 
kidn^, Mr. Dole has had surgery fn* 
jvostare cancer, for kidney stones, for 
two polyps in his colon and for a hernia. 
A test this month ftH* a recurrence of the 
cancer detected in 1991 was negative 
for die fifth year in a row. 

Due to the colcai surgery, Mr. Dole 
also has sufiered from hearfouEu, a cou- 
dition he controls with a hi^-fiber diet 
antacid pills and drinking lots of fhii(ls.

Hundreds Show Up 
To Rebuild Churches 

The series of suroicious fires in 
Soutiieni black churctos over tbe 
year and a half have had (Hie heartenmg 
consequence: So many offers of help 
with rebuilding have poured in that 
pastors have had to turn aws^r hundreds 
of people. Near tiny Boligee, Alabama, 
fir^ in December and January leveled 
three black churches. It is not clear 
whether racists were responsible. But 
that. did not lessen the response from 
Philadelphia. Recently. 10 Quakers 
traveled the 1,000 miles to Irad the 
people of Boligee a hand. From San 
nundsco, ^ people lepnesenting nine 
denominations arrived in a sinde 
weekend. Most of the volunteers had^io 
wait their turn to help on a church, 
reports The PhQadelphia Inquirer, and 
were put to work instead sweeping 
trash, building a padi or painting a 
school gym. A tent camp has sprung up 
to shelter die visitors. Many of the 


volunteers, whose average age is es- 
timated at 44, say they hope tl^ pres- 
ence will mdee a statement about the 
need to fight intolerance and live in 
peace. 

“This is an echo of a time I couldn't 
come,” said Patty Murray, 47, a Pres- 
byterian from San Francisco. “I was a 
young mother during the civil rights 
movement, so I feel privileged to be 
here now.

Abortion Drug Clears U.S, Hurdle 

Final Decision on RU-486, Used in France, Due in September

GAITHERSBURG, Mary- 
land — A committee of ad- 
visers to the Food and Drug 
Administration has recom- 
mended that die agency ap- 
prove for marketing tbe abcir- 
tion-inducing drug RU-486, 
or mifepristone.

A sroloesnian said the illnesses were all 
linked to the 0-137 colon bacteria, uiiich 
cause severe vomiting, diartiiea and fever 
that can lead to life-threateniag loss of 
blood pressure and dehydratimi. Four 
perole have died so far. 

warning about raw meat was issued 
after researchers, for the first time, pin- 
pointed the carrier of tiie bacteria in a case 
crom June. 

Health officials said they had established 


that 0-137 bacteria in raw liver was die 
cause of the illness of a 9-year-old boy in 
the town of Mlura, about 50 mil^ (80 
Idlomei^) south of Tokyo. The boy ate the 
liver at a restaurant oa June 8 ana foil ill 
four days later, the officials said. 

Raw meat, fish and vegetables are a 
popular part of the Japanese diet, partic- 
ularly in summer. 

Researchers have still act been able to 
p^pomt the carrier of die bacteria in Sakai, 
site of the main outine^ where the victims 
were mainly schoolchildren who ate tainted 
school looches. sushi, roast poik and 
chicken all have been blamed.

Q. Many British commentators 
have noted tiiat if the two sides in 
Northern Ireland carmot even find a 
compromise over a hundred meters of 
marching route then there can be no 
hope for the peace process and the 
larger compromises it will require?

It is about tbe prin- 
ciple of parity of esteem, which was a 
core element of all diOT discussions 
goi^ back to 1993.

Q. Is diOT any chance that tbe 
multiparty talks in Northern Ireland 
c^d yet produce progress? 

A. Ttu^ talks without Sinn Fein 
WOT already like “Hamlet” without 
the prince. After all this trouble, and 
with the [Catholic] SDLP out of the 
talks and with Ian Paisley and his 
Unionists teetering on the brink it 
looks like “Hmnlet” without 
Shakespeare.

ributtC; £ u foice in the East Asia Security Debate 


On June 22, James Leander Nichols, 
65, died in a Bunnese prison. His ciin^ 
— for which he had b^n jailed for six 
weeks, and associates said, dwived of 
needed he^ medicine andpemapstof- 
tmcd with sleep deprivation — was 
ownership of a fax machine. His true 
sin, in the eyes of the military regime 
that is mnning Burma into the ^ound, 
was friendship with Daw Aung San 
Suu Kyi. the courage^ woman wira 
won an overwhelming victory in 
de moc r a tic elections six years ago but 
has been denied power ever since. 

Mr. Nichols’s story is not unu^ in 
Burma. The regime has imprisoned 
hund^s of democracy advocates and 
press-ganged thousands of children 
and adults into slave labor. It squanders 
huge sums on arms imported from 
China while exporting vast amounts of 
heroin. But because Mr. Nichols had 
served as consul for Switzerland and 
three St^dinavian countries, his death 
attracted more attention in Europe. The 
European Parliament condemned the 
regime and calZed for its isolation, to 
include a cutoff of trade and invest- 
ment Two European breweries. Caris- 
b^ and Hdneken, have said diey will 
pim out of Burma. And a leading Dan- 
ish pension fimd sold off its hol^ngs in 
Total, a French oil concern dial with 
the U.S. company Unocal is the biggest 
foreign investor. 

Th^ developments undercut those 
who have said the United States should 
not pifflish Burma because it would be 
acting alone, bi fact, strong U.S. action 
could resonate and spur greater solid- 


arity in favor of Daw Aung San Suu 
Kyi and her rightful government 
Already, the Burmese currency has 
been tumbling, reflecting nervousness 
about the regime's stability and the 
potential effects of a Western boy- 
cott. 

The United States has banned aid to 
the regime, but the junta still refuses to 
begin a di^ogue with Daw Aung San 
Suu Kyi. Now thm is an (^portuoity 
to send a stronger message. The Senate 
is to consider a sanctions bill intro- 
duced by Senators Mitch McConnell 
and Daniel Patrick Moynihan. This 
would put Washingtcm squarely on the 
side of the democrats. In addition. Sec- 
retary of State Warren M. Oui^pher, 
who will meet this week with coun- 
terparts from Burma’s neighbors, 
should challenge them to take stronger 
measures, since their policy of '‘con- 
structive engagement" has so clearly 
failed. 

Ibe most eloquent call for action 
came from Daw Aung San Suu Kyi 
herself, unbowed de^te years of 
house arrest and enforced separation 
tom her husband and childrra. In a 
video smuggled out last week, she 
called for "the kind of sanctions that 
will make it quite clear that economic 
change in Burma is not possible 
without political change." 

liie worid respond^ to similar calls 
tom Nelson Mandela and Lech 
W^esa. In memory of Mr. Nichols and 
his many unnamed compatriots, it 
should do no less now.

Diplomatic Verve 


Credit Richard C. Holbrooke with 
getting closer than anyone else has to 
protecting Bosnia’s election tom ma- 
nipulation by Radovan Karadac, the 
Bosnian Serb leader indicted for war 
crimes. 

Mr. Holbrooke, a veteran diplomat 
and arcltitect of the Dayton peace 
agreement that aided the B^iuan war, 
returned tom private life on a special 
assignment tom Pfosident Bill Clin- 
ton. To back his persuasion, Mr. 
Holbrooke earned dtreats to ban Mr. 
Karadzic's party tom partidp^ing in 
the elections and to reimpose econom- 
ic sanctions on Serbia. 

Ilie American dUplomaz's mix of 
bullying and charm seems to be es- 
pecially effective with Ptesident 
Slobodan Milosevic of Scsbia. the key 
to tius agreemenL At Mr. Holbrooke's 
behest, Mr. hGlosevic extracted tom 
Mr. Karadzic a s^ieement to 
resign from all omcial portions and 
withdraw tom put^ Ufe. 

Mr. Karadzic has broken agree- 
ments before. But Washington prom- 
ises that his latest pledge will be mon- 
itored. llie Bosnian govemmeai, 
frequently at the receiving end of Mr. 
Karadzic’s diqrlicity in die past, ac- 
orns this new agreement as good 
enough to justify going ahead with the 
electi<» campaign. 

Mr. Holteooke’s mission showed 
how much can be aclueved by mus- 
cular diplomacy, without the need to 
call on military force, and even with 
several European countries expressing 
doubts about renewing economic sanc- 


tions against Serbia. Thai lessen 
should weU digested by ±ose like 
the chief European official in Bosnia, 
Carl Bildt, who have been willing to 
settle for much less tom Mr. \filo- 
sevic and Mr. Karadzic. 

Mr. Holbrooke was not able to 
achieve at this time was to anange Mr. 
Karadzic's depaiture from Bosnia, let 
alone deliver him to the war crimes 
tribunal in The Hague to stand trial for 
his role in the massacre of Muslim 
civilians m Srebrenica and other atroc- 
ities during tile 44-month Bosnian war. 
Meanwhile, those who «dll be taldng 
over Mr. Karadac's duties as president 
of the Bosruan Serb region and head of 
its powerful ntiing pany are coo- 
side rod his pupq;^ and sh^ his hard- 
line separatist views. 

But if Mr. Karadzic does keep his 
word, the Daytm peau agreement can 
proceed accending (o its timetable. His 
separatist party may capture most of 
the seats in Serbian areas of Bosnia, but 
it presurnably will not be allowed to ^ 
away with Latimidating more concili- 
atory candidates or driving them tom 
the race. In December, when NATO 
troops are scheduled to withdraw, Bos- 
nia will not be whole, but it will be ax 
peace, with the possibility of reuni- 
fication at a later date preserved. 

That is less than many Americans 
would want But it corresponds pre- 
cisely to the deal Mr. Holbrooke 
hammered out in Dayton last year. His 
diplomatic mission last week keeps 
that deal on track.

Dole and Guns 


Political expetUency rarely }delds 
decisions that are clearly in die public 
interest An exception occurred earlier 
this montii uiien Bob Dole seemed to 
wididraw his support for repealing the 
ban on assault weapons that the U.S. 
Congress narrowly passed in 19M. 

Mr. Dole is trying to put a moderate 
face on a camprign that pandered to 

the ri^t His implicit sup^ for the 
ban brin^ him, finally, into haimony 
with common sense. The National Rifle 
Association is aggrieved, and threatens 
to punish Mr. Dole politically. 

The assault we^xms ban bars the 
manufacture, import and sale of 19 
models of assault weapons are used 

primarily by gan^ and drug dealers. 
According to federal law officials, the 
ban has already lowered the number of 
assault wet^)ons involved in crimes. 

The tern is supported bw the Natimal 
Association of Ifoiice Organizations 
and other police groups, and by an 
overwhelming percentage of Anreric- 
ans. Even so, both Mr. Dole and die 
House speaker. Newt Gingrich, 
pledged to overturn the ban in an effort 
to placate the NRA. 

Mr. Dole was ambivalent from the 
start as he has been on abortion and 
other issues. Even thou^ he promised 


to seek repeal, he never actually sched- 
uled a vme in the Senate. Meanwhile, 
Americans have grown ferufol of gun- 
relmed violence — and resentful of the 
powerful, if diminishing, influence the 
gun lob^ wields over Congress. 

Fighting to resuscitate his cam- 
paign, Mr. Dole realized that support- 
mg repeal undercuts his stature vath 
the cennist majority. Earlier this 
monch, he signaled his change of heart 
by saying that the country had ‘ * moved 
beyond the debate" on the ban. Mr. 
Dole subsequently smd that if elected 
president, he would "probably veto" 
an assault weapons repKiI if Congress 
passed one. Tltis seems to put him rni 
an equal footing with ftesideni Bill 
Qinton. who has pledged to turn back 
any attempt to undercut the ban. 

Mr. Dole has yet to flatly declare his 
support for the weapons omi. But his 
bow to good sense was enough to en- 
rage the NRA, which threatens to with- 
hold its endorsement, in trudi, Mr. 
Dole would be better off without that 
endorsemenL Sav^eiy and blood in 
the streets have driven an overwhelm- 
ing number of Americans to support 
cinrbs on guns. It can only help w. 
Dole's camprign to agree with tiietn.

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B EUING — The idea thar Europe 
can have a useful say in the se- 
curity of East Asia may sound grange 
to tbe United States — as well as to 
European leaders. The United States 
has played the role of cop there for so 
long now, half a century, that it has 
some good reasons to consider tbe re- 
gion as part of its back yard. 

Yet there axe signs diat this de facto 
rule is in trouble. Europe should take 
note of it — and the nseeting at the 
Asociation of South East Asian Na- 
tions Regional Forum in JakaxtA oo 
Tuesday is probably the best oppor- 
tunity to do so. 

The unruly rise of China has promp- 
ted foe Uo^ States to reshape its Pax 
Americana in Asia with enhanced 
Japanese might That was the mess^ 
sent with President Bill Clinton’s visit 
to Japan this year. 

But the big question for all cauntritt 
in the region, inclu^g China, is 
whether Washington still has tbe nerve 
to fnainfain its security commitment to 
Fast Asia. Internal fmandal pmsure in 
Che United States and foe disappear- 
ance of the Soviet Union — which gave 
Washingtoa a clear straregic reason 
teing in the region — have made tbe 
U.S. role somewhat shalQf.

W ASHINGTON — “The grilling 
of a useful Galoot” is how New- 
swMk headlined a column about Craig 
Livingstone, the fanner bar bouncer in 
charge of ^rsoonel security at the 
Clinton White House and the man re- 
spwisible. for the nap-caper-affair- 
scandal (choose one) that pemsitted 
nearly a thousand confldential FBI 
files to be examined by WUte House 
political operatives. “It was a mo- 
ment," wrote Joe Klein, bteaking new 
ground with the old slang noun, ‘ ‘«^n 
galootery had leverage. 

A galoot is ^ways big. “We can’t 
resist the urge.” wrote The Btstm 
Herald last month about a Georgia 
Tech basketball star, “to mdce the big 
galoot happy.” In 1978, the Wash- 
ington Post television cridc Tom 
S^les wrote of the “exposure of the 
big galoot*s hairy che^’’ Andrew 
Heller wrote in The Sl Petersburg 
Times in 1992 of a large dog drat was 
“a slobbering, oafish, utterly lovable 
galooL*’ 

Although the Random House His- 
torical Dictionary of American Slang 
defines the word as “a person, usually 
a man, who is clum^, impleasant, stu- 
pid. or the like,” the abwe dtatioos 
show that the word can also connote 
“an amiable bumbler,” which is the 
wa}^r the White House hopes its I^. 
Livingstone will be seen. ' 

Hre word is defined as “a soldier” 
in J.H. Vaux's 1812 ^‘Flash Ltm- 
guage.” Used Artemus Ward and 
Mark Twain, galoot became associated 
with raw recrnits in the Array and the 
Marines; the 1867 “Sailor’s Word- 
Book” defines it as “an awkward sol- 
dier ... a solmquet for the young or 
’green’ Marine.” Hiis is a stretch, but 
it may be rooted in Krio, the creole of 
Sierra Leone, which defines galut as 
“a hefty person.” 

Are the galoots who brought us 
Filegate, as lazy writers automatically 
slugged it, involved in a flap, a caper. 


SI ^ originated in 

^ond War I as British aviators’ slang 
u perhaps influenced by 

the earlier yioptfood/e, “non.sense,’J it 
came to mean “minor crisis,” with an 
ovffltone of “much ado about noth- 
tng”;a l^dicticmaiy defines J?up as 
“the familiar Navy term for the sudden 
’liveliness' on boaid ship on the arrival 
of an en^gency order involving gen- 
eral activity at extreme high pre.s- 
sure.” 

Just u the Nixon White House ini- 
tially dismissed the Waier^te burg- 
lary as a caper, with its connotation of 
“madcap misdemeanor.” the Clinton 
White House and some in the media 
preferred to dispar^e die reaction to 
the handling of the nles as a^ap. 

Now to the first really thorough syn- 
onymy of political ruckuses: 

Aflap, etymology above, is the least 
important and most transient. 

^ A caper (from the Italian-based cap- 
riole, “a playful gambol”) connotes 
mischief but not sustained wrongdo- 
ing. 

A brouhaha (probably from the 
Hebrew baruch habba, “blessed be be 
who enters,” prelude to a noisy en- 
trance) now means “minor uproar.” 

A sleaze attack (from the deiogaiicm 
of shoddy material made in Silesia) is 
an atmosphere or. series of actions iii 
which ethical transgressions short of 
crhnes are committed. 

Matter and qffmr are neutral char- 
acterizations made while the nature of 
the- suspicious actions are being in- 
vestigated. 

Finally, scandal (from the Greek 
skandalon, “a trap with a springing 
device”) is a senes of crimes com- 
mitted people in public office and, 
when follow^ multiple prosecu- 
tions, is usually modified by the com- 
pound adjective fidl-blown. 

'Ihose of us who are ready to apply 
the term scandal to fishy de^gs and 
inexplicable cover-ups can take a lesson 
from die etymology of the word. Tbe 
Greek word was adtqited by Latin as 
scandalum, “the cause of stumbling,” 


which led to the Old Hrench escandle, 
and ultimately to the French scandale. 
But a variant of tbe Old French escandle 
was esclandre, meaning “a scandalous 
sayirra or lepiA’' That was the root of 
slander, “malidous utterance intending 
to defame.” Tbe two words are still 
entwined; one man’sscandal is another 
man's slander.

To slip past having him 
say, “Attoiney General,” I wrote: 
“This is Louis Lef-kowitz, die chief 
law officer of New Yoik state.” We 
told him to stick to the text like glue. 

He went on the tube, and, to those of 
us in the control room, sounded almost 
like a WASP. Gaining cmfidence as he 
spoke, he came to the last line, about 
the ne^ for a mayor to be right there in 
person, oo tbe streets, amo^ the 
propie. He looked up from bis text, 
raisro a finger and ad-libbed an em- 
phasizer — “by voitue of his pres- 
ence” — and blew the whole thing.

E dgar snow was one of 
the most important West- 


ern journalists to write on 
Oima in this century.

S. Bernard Thomas’s 
“Season of High Adventure ' ’ 
tells both sidik of Snow’s 
storyr, poitraymg a man who 
provided brmiant insights in- 
to (Thinese communism and 
yet was ultimately mesmer- 
ized by die coun^ he re- 
pcHi^ on and by its charis- 
matic leader. Mao Zedong. 

Snow was bom in Kansas 
City, Missouri, in 1905 and 
'spent lus .early life there, 
moving to New York to work 
in advertising after a brief 
stint ai the famed University 
of Missouri School of Journ- 
alism. A taste for adventure 
incited hhn to begin what he 
expected to be a journey 
around tbe world. But when 
he arrived in Shanghai, he 
was fascinated by the city’s 
vib^cy and took a job widi a 
local magazine. 

Qiina was in tbe throes of a 
chaotic transformation, and 
Snow became engross^ in its 
Struve for modernization. 
Daily^events made hhn a crit- 
ic of the corrupt Kuomintang 
regime and its despotic lead- 
er, Chiang Kai-shek. Snow 
rejioited what he saw of 
China’s problems as honesdy 
as he could. A rich travelogue 
style and the energetic charm 
d^ gets scoops earned him 
jountelistic success and an in- 
temadonal reputation. 

Like other foreign journ- 
alists before him, however. 
Snow also sought a role on the 
vast stage of Chinese politics. 
He forined supportive rela- 
tionships widi prominent dis- 
sidents; he encouraged stu- 
dent radicals to demoostr^e 
in Beijing in December 1935; 
and he sponsored the Indusco, 
or Gung Ho, movement, 
which sou^t to energize 
China’s war effort b>r cov- 
er^ the couittry with indus- 
trial cooperatives. 


Snow’s lasting fame de- 
rived from writing “Red Star 
Over China,” a gripping re- 
prai of a journey to the ter- 
ritory in northwestern China 
where the Communists had 
established their headquarters 
at the end of the so-called 
Long March. Snow's book 
was the first eyewitness por- 
trait by any Westerner of the 
newly installed Communist 
leader. Mao Zedong, and it 
helped disperse the fog of 
anti-(!!ominunist propaganda 
that had been general^ by the 
Kuomintang and Western co- 
lonial powers in <2hina. 

Snow’s political activism 
never had fee impact feat be 
hop^ for, and even his re- 
porting on Mao and the early 
Communist movement had 
shortcomings. He never pen- 
etrated the rather Boy Scout- 
like atmosffeere of the Com- 
munist community or saw tbe 
ferocity of its inner passions. 

In later years Snow’s 
greatest weakii^ was his in- 
ability to write about Com- 
monist brutality, which moun- 
ted in intensity after 
gained control of the entire 
marnianri, climaxing in the 
Cultural Revolution. 

Thomas focuses on events 
in Snow’s life and does not 
explore in depth why Snow 
was silent about the dark side 
of Chinese communism. But 
he does identify the incraisist- 
encies in Snow’s oudook. In- 
deed, this factual narrative of 
Snow's career will be of value 
to anyone seeking to compre- 
hend the deeper problems of 
U.S.-China relations and 
Westerners have had diftf- 
culty understanding China 
and its Communist rulers.

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Israel and Hezbollah Make Exchange

^RUSALEM — Israel and the Ir- 
anian-backed Shiite Muslim guerrilla 
group Hezbollah txi Sunday carried out 
the largest exchange of prisoners and 
bodies since their vicious conflict in 
southern Lebanon began 14 years ago. 

The exchange followed three months 
of secret negotiations brokered by a top 
German official, and it kindled hopes 
for better cooperation between Israel 
and the Hezbollah guerrillas, whose 
skirmishes erupted into war in April. 

Neither Israel nor Hezbollah relin- 
quished the prisoners most eagerly 
sought by the other side. But by &y's 
end, the two sides were on their way to 
completing a handover that is to gram 
freedom to 43 Shiites from a j^ in 
Israeli-occupied southern Lebanon and 
the return of more than 100 Hezbollah 
corpses from numbered Israeli graves in 
exchange for the remains of two Israeli 
soldiers last .seen in 1986 from burial 
places in Lebanon's Bekaa Valley. 

Acceptance of the terms marked the 
first major security decisim by Israel’s 
new prime minister, Benjamin Netan- 
yahu, who said he hoped it would lead to 
further flexibility from He^llah and 
its two major sponsors, Syria and Iran. 

“The return of our d^ is a step in the 
right direction.” Mr. Netanyahu said. 
“1 hope that we can anticipate addi- 
tional steps in the near future.” 

Sunday’s exchange, carried out via an 
aircraft, trucks and buses that shutded 
freed prisoners and coffins across the 
Israel i-Lebanese frontier, was the first 
between the two sides since 1991. It 
reflected an easing of policy by Israel, 
which had insisted that any further swap 
include information about f’a ptain Ron 
Arad, a navigator in the air force who is 
the only Is^li missing in Lebanon 
known to have survived ctqrture. 

Israel has maintained for years that 
Captain Arad is being held by Iranian 
elements in Lebanon, but officials con- 
ceded that Sunday’s accord provided 
them with no new information about 
him. Both Hezbollah and Iran have 
denied having any information about 
Captain Arad's whereabouts. 

But amcxig its Shiite prisoners, Israel 
still holds two top Hezbollah officials. 
Sheikh Abdel Kanm Obeid and Mustafa 
Dirani, kidnapped by its commandos as 
potential bar^ming chips, and Mr. Net- 
anyahu expressed nope that Sunday's 
agreement might lead to a further ex- 
change. 

A similar sentiment was voiced by 
Bemd Schmidbauer. the top aide to 
(Chancellor Helmut Kohl who served as 
the German intermediaiy. Mr. Schmid- 
bauer, who traveled to Lebanon. Syria 
and Iran during what he described as 
“very difficulr' negotiations, said he 


was determined to pursue efforts aimed 
at winning the return of all prisoners and 
all of those still missing in action. 

Mr. Netanyahu’s government has 
also expressed interest in a limited deal 
to halt hostilities in southern Lebanon, 
ihe last active front in the Arab-lsraeli 
wars. But it is not clear that either is 
willing to make tbe large concessions 
that would almost certainly be necessar>' 
to bring an end to the fighting in the self- 
declared security zone that Israel has 
occupied since its forces invaded Le- 


banon in 1982. Hezbollah was estab- 
lished by Iran to help counter that Israeli 
inva.sion. 

Private Yosef Fink and Private Ra- 
hamim Alsheik. the two Israeli soldiers 
whose bodies were returned Sunday, 
were among six still missing from 
battles in Lebanon between 1982 and 
1 986 at the height of fighting there. The 
two, then 20 years old, were ambushed 
in February 1986 while on a routine 
patrol in the Israeli-occupied zone, and 
later died in captivity. 


Israel Keeps Border Closed

JERUSALEM — Israel said Sunday 
feat it had delayed a promised easing of a 
closure against nearly 2 miUiro Palestini- 
ans in the Gaza Strip and West Bank. 

“Major (jeneral Uzi Dayan has de- 
cided 10 delay fee implementation of the 
easing of the closure that was planned 
for today until the conclusion of the 
incident of the holding of an Israeli 
citizen in Ramallah,” the army said in a 
statemenL 

Israel sealed off Palestinian-ruled 
Ramallah in the West Bank on Saturday 
after it said the security force there had 
abducted an Israeli .Vab from his home 
in East Jerusalem. 

Abdel-Salam Hirbawi was taken by 
force by armed Palestinian Preventive 
Security forces after a land dispute wife 
fee Egyptian Coptic Church in Arab 
East Jerusalem, Mr. Hirbawi's wife, 
Fatina, told Israeli television Saturday. 

Israel said Thursday that it would 


allow an additional 10,000 married 
Palestinians over the age of 30 to enter 
Israel fh)m the territories to work, bring- 
ing the number allowed in to 32,Ci00. 

Israel imposed fee closure on the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip in February 
after fee first in a series of bombings by 
Islamic militants that killed 59 people in 
fee Jewish state. Israel has since eased 
the entry ban slighdy. 

Before the Israeli announcement. Pal- 
estinian officials said Sunday that they 
expected to meet their Israeli counter- 
parts to discuss fee promised easing of 
fee closure. 

Mr. Hirbawi’s family said tbe church 
was trying to take over a warehouse fee 
family owned that is located between 
the Coptic Convent and Mr. Hirbawi's 
factory in East Jerusalem. 

“The National Authori^ insists that 
we surrender it to fee Coptic Convent,' * 
his son said.

Toll at 304 in Burundi Attack

BUJLihffiURA, Burundi — At 
least 304 people were killed, 150 were 
wounded and 30 are missing after 
rebel Hutu attacked a camp of dis- 
placed Tutsi in central Burundi, na- 
tional television reported. Most of the 
dead apparently were children, wo- 
men and old men. 

Earlier reports had put the death 
toll at 200 in the attack Saturday on 
fee camp at Bugendana. 

Television showed pictures of de- 
capitated children's bodies, half- 
dressed women, and men without 
faces piled up in fee hangar where 
they had been sheltering. 

The wounded were t^en to a hos- 
pital in fee provincial capital, Gitega. 
They said they knew some of fee 
killers, who had disappeared back in- 
to fee bush. Hundr^ of attackers 


were involved in tbe massacre and 
had probably come from the neigh- 
boring province of Karuzi, a gov- 
ernment spokesman said. 

Prime Minister Antoine Ndua- 
wayo, from fee ethnic Tutsi minority, 
denounced fee “massacre of orphan- 
ed children from the genocide of Oc- 
tober 1 993 ' ’ when 50,000 people died 
in violence unleashed by the assas- 
sination of the country's first Hutu 
president Melchior Ndadaye. in an 
abortive military coup. He called on 
foreign diplomats to visit fee camp to 
see ‘ ‘how the real perpetrators of gen- 
ocide behave.”

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Impact on Water Kills 
Even if Blast Doesn’t 

Ocean Just Like Solid Ground 
To Bodies Falling Great Distance

WASHINGTON — If an airplane 
blows up at 1 3,000 feet, passengers who 
survive the explosion are killed when 
they hit the ground or water below them. 
The fall takes about a minute and a half. 
Neither rapid decornpression at that alti- 
tude nor acceleration to terminal ve- 
locity woidd cause a person to lose con- 
sciousness. 

Surviving the impact, however, is vir- 
tually impossible. At that velocity — for 
humans, about 120 miles, or 190 kilo- 
meters, an hour — water is rto different 
from solid ground in its ability to pro- 
duce massive trauma to soft tissue. 

Those were among the observations 
made by experts in p^ology and airline 
disasters in the wake of the TWA crash 
off Long Island. High-speed impa^ 
with water, as in this case, cause massive 
internal injuries even if a body spears 
reasoiiably undamaged. Frequently the 
aorta, the major artery can^g blood 
horn the heart, is tom apart The heart 
and otherorganscan rufX^. Brain dam- 
age and spinal fractures are common. 

**It looks like a great many of them 
died upon impact with the water,” 
Charles Wetli, tne Suffolk County, New 
York, mescal e xamin er overseeing 
autopsies, stud to The Associated Press. 
* 'That is not to say that serious injury or 
death did not occur in the sky itsw.” 

Penetrating wounds are common in 
blunt-force crashes and explosions, 
ttough the two tend to produce injuries 
that can be ^stinguisbed from each oth- 
er, a constant on aviation security and 
terrorism smd. 

“Explosions cause shraimel, which 
are tiny pieces of metal driven at high 
velocity deep into the body,” said Frank 
G. McGuire, of Bethes^ Maryland. 
‘Tremoidous impacts don't tend to 
cause that.” 

Death by drowning would be lare 
after a fall from 13,000 feet (4,265 
meters), said Donald G. Wright, deputy 
chief medical examiner for M^land, 


who invesD^ted many aviation fatal- 
ities as an air Force pathologist for IS 
years. 

Drowning is rUagnosed by the pres- 
ence of water in the lungs (and usually in 
the stomach and sinuses) and the pres- 
ence of no other fatal injuries. Mr. 
Wright said. After a day in the ocean, 
most bodies have water in ^ose organs 
even if the victims were killed on im- 
pact, ma^g it appear thrn drowning 
may have contribute to their demise. 

in two-thirds of cases in water 
crazies, the victim's clothing is tom off 
by the impact, and the body is found 
naked or nearly naked. 

Explosions cause a wave of high-pres- 
sure air that, at close range, is arable of 
pulverizing a body. This is followed by a 
partial vacuum th^ can cause structures 
to collapse or pieces of them to be tom 
off and thrown into the low-pressure 
area. That second phase can be as de- 
structive as the first, espedally to people 
who are not in die immediate vicinity of 
the explosion, said Chris Kelly, a 
spokesman for the Armed Forces In- 
stitute of Pathology in Wa^iit^;toiL 

In some cases, the patteni of injuries is 
useful in reconstructing the site and 
cause of an explosion, Mr. McGuire 
said. 

For investigators can deter- 

mine the approximate trajectories of 
shraiHiel. If investigators Imow where 
people were when they suffered wounds 
— as would be the case in an airplane 
with assigned seats — then the explod- 
ing object's location can be deduct he 
saM. 

The cause of death in uiiine crashes 
was firA studied closely during World 
War n. Much of the infomiation known 
today was learned from studying two 
acddents in 1954, both involvuig air- 
planes that crashed into the ocean from 
30,000 feet 

TTie results of both autopsies on the 
victims and of experiments on guiiiea pi^ 
subjected to high-velocity impacts with 
water were published in the T a 
European medical journal, in June 1955.

There are two small cities, where 
about 1 50,000 people live, most of them 
in primitive one-st^ houses. Roads are 
rutted and unpaved.

A large oil refinery has been closed 
since Russia stopped providing crude oil 
in 1993.

Loading there cuts a monA off 
shipping time to key Asian ports. North 
Korea has promised a supply of up to a 
million low-wage, highly discipUned 
workers to staff foreign plants. And it 
has ea.sed visa restrictions with nei^- 
boring Qiina. 

Many analysis say the North Koreans 
have exaggerated i nvestment figures and 
the quality of the site's infrastructure.

The problem, as a National Research 
Council report on aiipmt saf^ con- 
eluded in 1^3, is that “a sophisticated 
terrorist can adjust his strategy more 
quickly than can the opposing security 
system.” 

Tbe modem era of aircraft bomlMngs 
was protably inaugurated in DecembCT 
1988, when a plastic explore planted 
in a Toshiba radio packed in a checked 
suitcase blew up Fta Am Fli^ 103 over 
Lockerbie, Scotland, killing all 259 
people aboard. That disaster prompted 
aiiiines to toug^n procethireg for 
screening passengers and luggage, as 
well as requiring that no bag be allow'ed 
to renuun on a plane if the person who 
checked h in does not boara tire same 
plane. 

It also made the UJS. government 
accelerate work on a new generation of 
inspection devices capable of ferreting 
out plastic explosives. 

But these new machines, which use a 
combination of standard medical Xnray 
and CAT-scan technolo^es to produce 
foree-^mensional images of the con- 
tents of luggage, so far ^ve been de- 
ployed at only eight airports around the 
world, incluomg those in Atlanta, San 
Frandsco, Tel Aviv, Brussels, London, 
and Tokyo.

JOBS: As Industry Restructures, US. Economy Creates More Opportunities for Better Pay

tiie second phase of expansion.” said 
David A. Wyss. director of research at 
DRI/McGraw-Hill Inc., an economic 
forecasting firm. “You will sre a gen- 
eral improvement in job quality, and 
people trading up on jobs.” 

Tj'pically, as an economic expansion 
maruxes, the employee pool tightens and 
companies have to pay a mere to 
attract and retain woik^. 

For all this demand, though, many 
Americans can ^ ofdy dream of better 
jobs because they simply do not have tbe 
education or the skills to qualify for 
tiiem. 

Some are chronically impoverished, 
while others are white- and blue-collar 
workers who lost hi^-paying jobs in 
corporate downsizings even as new po- 
sitions have been created elsewhere. But 
they have been unable to find employ- 
ment with pay and benefits comparable 
to foose of their previous jobs. 

Now there may be a new hitch. 

The labor market is tighter than it has 
been in at least six years. Since foe 
United States pulled out of a recession in 
Match 1991. employrrient rolls have 
climbed by 1 i 2 rmllion jobs, a strong 10 
percent increa.se, and unemployment is 
just 5.3 percent, down from a p^ tff 7.7 
percent in June 1^2. 

With companies competing for em- 
ployees. some economists are fretting 
that wages, which are just beginning to 


outpace inflation after lagging behirxl h 
for years, may rise enough to cause a 
restiigence of tnflatioD. Worse, they fear 
that many conqT^es will not be ifole to 
find enough qumified emplo^yees to meet 
all their expansion needs ui Cte years 
ahead. 

**The labor market is the primary cm- 
straim on growth ri^tnow,” Wy$s 
said. “Cmpanies just dra’t have the 
employees to grow. I expect the labor 
nisket to stay this tight fi(^ dte next four 
years or so.”^New jobs, then, could well 
pay better but be fewer in number. 

Geographically, a few areas of the 
country are still dragging. Most notably. 
New York. Penstylvama. Corzoectioit 
and Maryland are not adding jobs as ^ 
as the rest of the country. Tk New York 
metropolitan area is one of tbe few 
places that has failed to iqilace tbe jobs 
lost in the most recent recessiem. 

By and la^e, however, foe job ma- 
chi ne is wmkmg overtime. Many trend- 
name corporate |iams, no longv slash- 
ing staff, have joined siTiall and medium- 
si^ companies is actual net hiring ^ — 
sometimes in lar^ oumbeis, alfowgft 
usually in small doses. 

To fill tbe slots, companies are going 
way beyond want ads. employment 
agencies and executive sear^ firms. 
Some are berfdin^ job fairs, listing on foe 
Internet and usoig temporary-employ- 
ment t^eiraes to ful low-end JoIm. 

Increasiogly. they are counting on 
word of mouth— even offering 05.41 and 


prizes to enqrloyees recruit qual- 
ified people. 

Many companies are luring new hires 
from ofoer parts of tbe Country. Some are 
putting hi^-school gra^tes into po- 
sitions that Ofioe reiiM college de- 
grees and dropping experience demands. 
Others are making te mp orary workers 
pertnanent. 

Here in MimieiqioHs, hiring efforts 
are aitracting people vrauld not 
have dreamed of new posts a few years 
ago.

the great ones, their gifts aren't 
enough . Th^ still need that ego that 
separates them from the pretend^, the 
flame that bursts inside them when 
they’re challenged. 

And now, honey’s great one, Wayne 
(The Great) Gret^, has challenged 
himself in tmng to help the Rangers 
win another Stanley Cup. 

When he joined Indianapolis of the 
Wortd Hockey Association at 18, some 
people thought he was too young, too 
skiimy. He was neither. 

Now dial he’s on the Rangers for $8 
milli on in base salary over two years, 
some pet^le think that at 35 he’s too 
old. Not F^y. 

His skills aren't the same as they were 
when he led the Oilers to four Stanley 
Cup championships in five seasons, 
when he was votedtbe HartTrophy nine 
times as die NHL’s most valuable play- 
er, when he won 1 0 scoring tides, when 
he mice scored 92 goals, when he once 
bad 162 assists. 

But underneath that gentle voice, his 
ego is the same. With the great ones, the 
ego is always there. It has to be. Some 
flaunt h. Some hide it 
' When Reggie Jackson was hitting 
homers for the Yankees, his ego flared 
whenever he discussed “the magnitude 
of roe'’ as if it were a clinical thesis. And 
to night he hit three homers to win the 
final game of the 1 977 World Series, be 
answered questions for two hours but 
ton, his ego needed to know the answer 
to a question. 

“How far,” he asked, “did that last 
Onego?” 

When some people were touting the 
Chicago Bulls as the best basketball 


team in history, even better than the 
1972 Los Angeles Lakers, somebody 
asked Wilt Chamberlain about that 

“If we could play each other," he 
said, his ego flaring, “who’d cover me 
— Luc Longley?” 

When Jack Nicklaus didn't win the 
Masters two decades ago after his ball 
found die water on the back nine, his ego 
flared. 

“That,” he said quietly of his bad 
shot, “is what some of those other guys 
do.” 

Wayne Gretzky’s ego deserves to 
flare. Some historians consider Gordie 
Howe and Bobby On to be the best 
hockey players ever, but others laud the 
Great One as the best. 

His numbers are awesome: 837 goals 
plus another 112 in the playoffs. He’s 
not a feared goal-scorer any more, but 
he's still the best pure passer. 

He still sees more of the ice than 
anyone. 

“When I’ve got the puck,” he once 
said, “it’s like everything around me is 
happening in slow motion.” 

But he was thinking and playing in 
fast-forward, a stride ahead of oppo- 
nents and teammates. 

He’s not what he was as a goal -scorer, 
but he can still pass, still hypnotize 
opponents when lie has the puck. If his 
tiered back holds up, he’ll make the 
Rangers better, if only by making the 
other players around turn better. 

Yes. he’s relatively old at 35, but he’s 
not Bate Ruth hitting his last homers 
with to Boston Braves in 1935. He’s 
not Joe Namath hobbling as the Los 
Angeles Rams quarterback in 1977. 

With the LA. Kings and the St Louis 
Blues last season, he had 102 points, 
including 79 assists. He put together 
more points in a so-so season for him 
than Mark Messier did, 99. in what was 
considered a terrific season for to 
Racers captain who was his Oiler 
teammate to nine ye^. 

But the Great Oat is still a great one 
for another reason: He’s not fulfilled 
unless his team wins the Stanley Cup. 

On the Kings, he never had quite 
enough help to win to Stanley Cup. 
They got to the final in 1993 before 
losing to the Montreal Cana^ens, but 
that only reminded him that the Kings 
had never been that far since he joinra 
them in 1988. And the Blues didn’t get 
there this year. 

“Watching the Stanley Cup final in- 
stead of playing in it,” he once said, 
“was the sadde^ time of my life.” 

Wayne Gretzky hasn’t always been 
on to Stanley Cup winner, but to 
challenge to his ego of trying to win it is 
why he’s a gre?i one. And the Great 
One.
